forest, unisihabited save by bands of warlike Indians. 
Occasionally some venturesome hunler or trapper 
ipenotrated this immense wilderness, and returned 
with strange stories of what he had seen and done. 


In 1769 Boone, excited by these vague and won- 


'drous tales, determined himself to cross the moan- 
tains and find out what manner of lajid it was that 
lay beyonc. With a few chosen companions he set 
out, making his own trail through the gloomy forest 
After weeks of wandering, he at last emerged into 
.the beauti-ul an<l fertile country of Kentucky, for 


•which, in after years, the red men ;:nd the white 
strove with such obstinate iury that it grew to be 
called "the dark and bloody ground." 
But when 


'.Boone first saw it, it was a fair and smiling land 
,«f groves and glades and running -.voters, where 
fthe open forest grew tall and beautiful, and where 
'inntrmerab'c herds of game grazed, roaming cease- 
'lessly to and fro along the trails they had trodden 
.during countless generations. 
Kentucky was not 


owned by any Indian tribe, and was -visited only by

and hunting-parties who

He was a leader among 


the settlers, both in peace and in war. 
At one .time 


he represented them in the House of Burgesses of 
Virginia; at another time he 'was a member of the 
first little- Kentucky parlament itself; and he became 
a colonel of the frontier militia. 
He tilled the 


land, and he chopped the trees himself; he helped 
to" build the cabins and stockades with his own 
bands, wielding the 
long-handled, 
light-headed 


frontier ax as skillfully as other frontiersmen. His 
main business was that of surveyor, for his knowl-

the early 3'ears depended exclusively upon game for 
their meat, Boone was the mightiest of all hunters, 
so'that upon him devolved the task of keeping his 
people supplied. 
He killed many buffaloes, and 


pickled the buffalo beef for use in- winter. 
He killed 


great numbers of black bear, and made bacon of 
them, precisely as if they had been hogs. 
The com- 


mon game were deer and elk. 
At that 'time none 


of the hunters of Kentucky would waste a shot on 
anything so small as a prairie-chicken or wiid duck; 
but. they sometimes killed geese and swans when 
they came south in winter and lit on the rivers. But 
whenever Boone went into the woods after game, 
he had perpetually to keep watch lest-he himself 
might be hunted'.in turn. EC never lay in wait at 
a game-lick, save with ears strained to hear the ap- 
proach of some crawling red foe. 
He never crept 


up to a turkey he heard calling, without exercising 
the utmost care to see that it was not an Indian; 
for one of the favorite devices of the Indians was to 
imitate the turkey call, and thus allure within range 
some inexperienced hunter. 


Besides this warfare, which went on in the midst 


of his usual vocations, Boone frequently took the 
field on set expeditions against the. savages. 
Once 


when he and a party of other men were makinrj 
salt at a lick, they were surprised and carried off 
by the Indians. 
The old hunter was a prisoner 


with them for some months, but finally made his 
escape and came home through the trackless woods 
as straight as the 'wild pigeon flies. 
He was ever 


the elephant to perform, according to the verdict 
of many spectators, is dial of waltzing-. 
Hattie 


nmr.sed many of her friends, by taking a light wand 
in her hand, and walking ibackwards while in front 
of the big elephant, whistling or humming a waltz- 
tune.

gracefully for such a huge creature. 


Another remarkable (rick was that of playing on 


a mouth-organ while solemnly dancing on the lop 
of a box two feet square.

other occasion, when Boone had gone to visit a salt- 
lick with his brother, the Indians ambushed tKern 
and shot the latter. 
Boone himself escaped, but the 


Indians followed him for three miles by the aid of 
a tracking; dog, until Boone turned, shot the dog, 
and then eluded his pursuers. 
In company with 


Simon Kenton and many other noted hunters and 
wilderness warriors, he once and again took part in 
expeditions into the Indian country, where they 
killed the braves and drove off the horses. 
Twice 


hands of Indians, accompanied by French, Tory, and 
British partizans from Detroit, bearing (he flag of 
Great Britain, attacked Sooncsborough. 
In each 


case T-oonc and his fellow-settlers beat .them off 
with loss. 
At the fatal battle of the Blue Licks, in 


which two hundred of (he best riflemen of Kentucky 
were beaten with terrible slaughter by a great force 
of Indians from the lakes, Boone commanded th« 
left wing. 
Leadjng his men, rifle in hand, he pushed 


back and overthrew the force against him; but 
meanwhile the Indians destroyed the right wing and 
center, and got round in his resr, so that there was 
nothing left for Eoonc's men except to flee with all 
possible speed. 


As Kentucky became settled, Boone grew restless 


and ill at ease. 
He )ovcd the wilderness; he loved 


tlie great forests and the great prairie-like glades, 
and the life in the little lonely cabin, where from the 
door he could see the deer come out into the clear- 
ing at nightfall. 
The neighborhood of his own 


kind made him fee! cramped and ill at ea'-c. 
So he 


moved ever westward with the frontier; and as 
Kentucky filled up he crossed the Mississippi and 
settled on the borders of the prairie country of 
Missouri, where. Spaniard;;, who ruled the territory, 
made him an alcalde, or judge. 
He lived to a great 


age, and died"out on the border, a backwoods hunter 
to the last

It is Impossible that this time some 


slight alteration may need to be made, 
as one hip Is usually larger than the 
other.

The 
pad is vrorn under corset', and If it Is 
once properly adjusted and sewed in 
there will be no more trouble. 


When girdle fits perfectly, 
stitch 


seams, pink them and press open. Do 
not attempt to bind them, as 
this 


makes bulk around waist. The seams 
are boned as in a waist, either with 
whale or featherbone. 


If uncovered bones are used, sew 


casing on seams by machine and slip 
bones In. 
See that center of casing 


comes on line of seam and stitch each 
edge of former. "When covered feather 
bone is used, it may be sewed to lining 
by machine. Use a large sized needle 
and heavy thread, and run machine 
slowly 01- the needle will be apt to 
break. Run casing within half Inch of 
top of girdle and four inches below 
thread indicating waist line.

'Menneha was rescued from Caval- 
laro by the Children's Society In this 
city four years ago. At that time 
she was fourteen years old and fresh 
from her home in the Australian bush. 
She knew literally nothing: of the ways 
of 
the 
world. 
Cavallaro, who had 


been passing her off as his daughter, 
became a fugitive from justice after 
he had been indicted for ruining the 
child. 


Through the Children's Society In 


Melbourne 
Menneha's 
mother 
was 


found and she was returned with the 
proviso that she would come back and 
testify against Cavallaro If lie 
were 


ever recaptured. 
In tracing Cavallaro the agents of 
the Children's Society have followed 
a 
trail that crosses the two great 


oceans and intersects three continents. 
As laid clown on the map it is ap- 
proximately 25,MO miles in length. 
Former Secretary of •State Hay 
and 
the American Ambassador at Rome 
took an active interest In the case, 
and 
children's 
societies in various 


quarters of the world from Sydney, 
Australia, to Naples, Italy, helped to 
run the. fugitive to earth. 
Cavallaro 
makes 
a 
specialty of 


fresco painting- in churches and his 
work ts well known. He is a bache- 
lor, 
forty-five 
years old, and his 


home is in Italy. He Is swarthy 
in 


complexion, with the curving scimi- 
tar-shaped nose and the deep piercing 
eye of the Corslcan. He was decora- 
ting the interior of the Catholic Ca- 
thedral In Melbourne at the time he 
first met Menneha. He had leased a 
small house, furnished, in Melbourne 
and he engaged Menneha to look after 
his studio and help the housekeeper 
wait on the table at meals. 
Some- 
times the child posed for him and she 
was greatly pleased and very proud 
over his sketches of her own pretty 
face. 
From. Melbourne Cavallaro went to 


Sydney 
'and 
decorated 
a Catholic 
Church there. He took Menneha with 
him with her mother's consent, 
but 


left the housekeeper behind. He per- 
suaded the mother, who had no sus- 
picions, to let the child go with him 
when he set sail for this country by 
way of Honolulu and San Francisco. 
Arrived in this city Cavallaro and; the 
girl stopped for a time at the Herald 
Square Hotel. 
Then he fitted up a 
studio 
in 
Forty-first street 
near 
Broadway. In the restaurants where 
they dined the artist always ipassed 
the child off as his ^daughter. Then 
aoma one sent word to the Childrenls 


Society, and Superintendent E. Fel- 
lows Jenkins assigned Agents Pissara 
and Fogarty to 
investigate. 
They 


found the couple in the studio. 
A't 


first, they say, Cavallaro insisted that. 
Menneha was his daughter and that 
his wife was visiting in Italy and 
would return 
to them soon. Men- 


neha, when questioned alone, told the 
story of her downfall. 
In the -Mag- 
istrate's 
Court, 
under the piercing 


eye of Cavallaro, she refused to re- 
peat It or to Incriminate him In any 
manner, but she again accused him 
when taken before the Grand Jury, 
which indicted him. 
From here Cavallaro was traced to 


Jjondon; therce to Bologne and fin- 
ally to Rome. lie was arrested in the 
Italian capital and every effort was 
made to bring about his extardition 
to this 
country. 
After 
voluminous 


correspondence between the heads of 
both governments. President Lindsay

Healthy Luncheons for Children 


L 


UNCHEON for the school chil- 


dren should bo of good quality 
and generous quantity. 
Grow- 


ing children require nutritive food, 
and plenty of it to supply brain, 
nerve and muscles. 


The luncheon should be varied in 


service. Change the menu three times 
a week at least- 
If the child can 


come home to luncheon, so much the 
better 
for both child and parent. 


Mother can then see to the wants 
and determine if the child is eating 
enough of the best food. 


Beef, roasted or boiled, with dump- 


lings one day and gravy another, 
with fruit or cake for dessert and an 
apple to eat on the way back to 
school, Is an Ideal luncheon. 


Baked beans or tomato soup of corn 


or peas would make still another good 
luncheon. Cornmeal cakes or muffins 
or fried mush is palatable without bo- 
ing expensive. 


Rice served with milk or sauce or 


cooked with raisins Is much enjoyed 


by children. Lamb chops or lamb stow 
with noodles is also nourishing food- 


Fish once a week and oysters are 


also valuable. AH school children love 
pickles, and they are not injurious if 
plenty of wholesome food is taken 
with them. 


A luncheon that has to be carried to 


school should be prepared to look in- 
viting and be nourishing. 


Make sandwiches of meat. Cut tha 


bread thin, trim the slices of crust, if 
crust Is distasteful to the child. Chop 
the meat finely, ham or cold beef, 
lamb or veal. 


Butter the bread lightly, lay a layer 


of meat, which should be sprinkled 
with salt, celery salt or mustard, and 
on this lay another slice of buttered 
bread. Wrap in white paper and then 
in a napkin.

Apples are always good; so are ba- 


nanas and oranges, crackers or cake.

any-'.vhich-way, and trusted to luck 
to b 'ing them out right." 


It is less than a fortnight since

o-. rrheard her lamenting to a 


neighbor that her last batch of 
cookies was not £. to eat. 


"But you can't always depend 


upon cake and bread," she subjoin- 
ed. 
"So much depend upon luck. 


after all." 


Xha french, who teach cookery 


to the rest of the world, measure 
every ingredient, even apices. The 
direction "a pinch ol this and a 
dash of that" axe idle words to 
them. 


Begin operations for eakemakjug 


(be you veteran or novice in thj 
art) by getting together everything 
that will be needed in the work. 
Measure, flour, sugar, milk, butter, 
spices and fruit—if fruit is to be 
used—and count your eggs. 


Arrange all in order upon the 


mixing table, within reach, togeth- 
er with the utensils you will re- 


quire. Have moulc. or pan buttered 
and near-by. iTou save time, strength 
and temper by following this rule. 


Sift the flour with baking 
pow- 


der, if the latter is to ;;o into the 
cake, and set aside with a cloth 
thrown over it to keet> out dust and 
dampness. The eggs should be very 
cold, and uniform in size. 


Begin mixing by creaming the 


butter and sugar. 


Do you know what that means? 
A proofreader who, as the 
man- 


ner of such is, thought he knew 
what the author meant better than 
she could express, once "queried" 
the term in'one of my cook books. 


unusually intelligent type- 


writer wrote, only last week, in the- 
margin of my MS. opposite the

To cream butter and sugar ia to 


rub the two together in a bowl to 
the consistency' of thick cream. Do 
this-with a wooden or a silver 
spoon, and keep up the motion un- 
til the mixture is smooth and in 
color many shades lighter than 
when you began. It should look like 
a 
cream-colored 
meringue when 


ready for the next stage of opera- 
tions. 


'• BEAT OUT BUBBLES 


Next, beat the yolks of tha eggs 


to a smooth lightness. 


Do not stop while they froth and 


bubble. Beat the bubbles out of the 
mass. These go into the creamed 
butter and sugar, and are thorough- 
ly incorporated. 


Next comes the milk, if milk is 


used, as in plain cup-cake. Stir in 
quickly. Never put sour and sweet 


, milk into the same batter. 


Lastly, add the flour, alternately 


with the whites, which should have 
been beaten to a standing froth. In 
this part of the work the play of 
the egg-beater or spoon should be 
almost horizontal, "folding in"- the 
flour and whites with long, sweeping 
strokes. As soon as tha ingredients 
are fairly worked into a lumple'ss, 


creamy whole, stop beating. 
• : 


Except in the case of certain^ 


brands of pound cake, much beat- 
ing, after the flour goes in, tough- 
ens the cake. 


Do not try your " 'prentice hand" 


in the fine art of cakemaking upon 
a loaf. Begin with layers, baked in 
shallow pans, with filling of some 
kind between, or with small cakej 
baked in pate-pans. 


Care and experience are essen- 


tial to success in making and bak- 
ing large loaves of cake. 


You must be acquainted with, tha 


moods and tenses of your oven. All 
ranges are not alike with respect 
to the power of holding heat stead- 
ily for a given time. 


Many cooks insist that the 
old- 


fashioned 
coal stovo was more 


trustworthy in this matter than tha 
modern and cleaner gas range. 


You must have sustained, heat 


for your cake—an even tempera- 
ture from start to finish. If you 
have no thermometer, test thp heat 
by holding your bare arm in the 
oven. If you can keep it there in 
tolerable comfort while you count 
twenty slowly you may confide the 
batter to the oven. 
Beyond this 


degree it would be likc~ly to burn 
whatever goes in. 
Besow it, the 


dough would not rise readily. 


IJay a sheet of thick white or 


brown paper over the batter (never 
newspaper) for the first half hour. 
This is to hinder the formation of a 
crust before the heart of the cake is 
cooked; in which case it cannot gain 
itl full height without bursting the 
premature incrustation. 


Sometimes it rises with sufficient 


force to do this, and forms ridges 
and hillocks on the surface. Often- 
er, streaks and strata of indigesti- 
ble heaviness are tho result. 


If fruit is to be added to tha bat- 


ter or dough, prepare it before yon 
begin to. work upon the butter and 
sugar. 
The currants should be 


cleaned, raisins seeded and citron 
shredded. 
All should bo dried, 


mixed together and well dredged 
with 
f l o u r .

FBOSTING FOB. CAKE 
i 


In separating the whites from 


the yolks, see to it that not a drop 
of yellow mingles with tho clean 
albumen. It will ruin all so far as 
the meringue is concerned. 
The 


whites will refuse obstinately to 
stiffen'into a snowy heap. 


Break them into a broad, coo!, 


clean pitcher. 
Throw two table- 


spoonfuls of powdered sugar upon 
them, and begin to "fold" this in 
with long, slow, horizontal strokes 
of the whip. Two minutes later 
add tho same quantity of sugar, 
and proceed in this way until you 
have used a pound of sugar for tha 
whites of four eggs. 


In thirty minutes the frosting 


should be ready for the cake. 


This method, as I have said in 


"Common Sense in the Household," 
was taught to me forty years ago 
by a friendly confectioner. 
It ia 


easier and safer than the old way 
of whipping the whites stiff befora 
putting in the sugar. 


Pour the frosting by the spoon- 


ful over the cake, letting it run 
from tho top down tha sides. I£ 
too thick to settle evenly, smooth 
with a broad-blflded knife dipped 
in cold water. Dry in a sunny win- 
dow. 


These general directions for tKa 


manuf actiire of calces may be modi- 
fied indefinitely to suit the taste of 
the housewife. 
As a foundation, 


they hold good in every ease. Tha 
variations of minor principles ara 
innumerable.

''Hilkorf" is probably a proper nama 
applied capriciously to the canape served 
In some particular hotel or restaurant.

SAN FRANCISCO. Feb. 8.—The real reason why Judges 


La-nlor and Dunne refused to carry out the immunity agree- 
ment, so far as Ruef is concerned, appears to have escaped 
public attention. They may deny the statements of Rabbi Nieto 
and Rabbi Kaplan, but nobody will believe them. They went 
back on the pledge they gave at the midnight conference of 
Aoril.28 because the story of the immunity contract had become 
public and they shrank from the popular odium they were 


bound to incur. 


It was not intended that the facts of the immunity deal 


sho ild ever be made known. They were to be concealed from 
the juries empaneled to try the graft cases, just as they w6re 
concealed in the Schmitz trial. The fact that Ruef agreed to 
plead guilty to the extoition indictment under promise of com- 
plete immunity ratified by Judges Dunne and Lawlor was to 


v be kept in perpetual oblivion. As the facts, or a part of them, 


crept out in spite of the efforts of the prosecution and the two 
judges to suppress them. Dunne and Lawlor regarded the agree- 
ment off so far as they were concerned. 


Dunne first "renigged" by putting an .end to Ruef's lux- 


urious seclusion by committing him to jail, and Lawlor followed 
suit by refusing to dismiss the indictments of Ruef in the trol- 
ley cases. Then the prosecution made a merit of necessity by 
publishing the contract of immunity and declaring it void on 
tho alleged ground that Ruef had refused to "come through" 
against Calhoun and Ford. 


When the contract granting full immunity to the boodle 


Supervisors was signed all hands were sworn to absolute secrecy. 
All took an oath to den}' the existence of a contract, and Heney 
did deny it till further denial became impossible. 
Had not 


a copy of the contract reached the newspapers in some mys- 
terious way the details of the immunity deal would, in all 
probability, not have developed in the Glass and Ford trials. 


Boxton testified on the stand that Burns advised him to 


make a perjured affidavit denying that he had confessed. Gal- 
lagher and the whole gang would have gone on the stand and 
cheerfully denied that they had been granted -full immunity 
as the price of testimony against the higher-ups. 
An unfor- 


seen mischance spoiled the plan, however, and the story of the 
immunity deal Rudolph Spreckels made with Gallagher at the 
Presidio became a part of the judicial record in the graft cases. 


It was intended from the first that Ruef and Schmitz were 


to be included in the immunity deal. Gallagher and his as- 
sociates were assured that Ruef and Schmitz would be pro- 
tected if they would confess themselves villains and testify 
against the heads of public service corporations. 


, Louis Glass, General Ford and Theodore V. Halsey could 


have had immunity^ at the same price. In fact, the prosecution 
was willing to let practically everybody else go free provided 
help was given to prosecute Patrick Calhoun. He was the coon 
the hunt was organized to capture. 


Schmitz could have had immunity up to the eve of his trial. 


He could probably have obtained it after his trial. But he has 
continuously denied his guilt and declared that he could not 
g-'ve truthful testimony that would convict anybody else. 


General Ford rejected with scorn the1 whispered sugges- 


tions indirectly conveyed that he turn informer like Gallagher 
,jnd take his wages in a shameful freedom. Halsey, too, dis- 
appointed the prosecution. Neither he nor Glass knew any- 


| 
thing about the trolley franchise, but their confessions were 
wanted to give moral force to the scheme to nut fulhoun in 
prison. 


Poor old Louis Glass, broken-down and sick unto death, 


has at last been admitted to bail, Judge Lawlor, who at one 
tme fawned upon km, held him in the filthy overcrowded 
e ninty iail till public sentiment revolted against his treatment 


o c an aged, sick man, who could not run away if he tried. 


Glass has appealed his case and besides was -under $100,000 


bonds to appear for trial in other cases. Yet Lawlor refused to 
grant him bail and denied him sundry small privileges that 
would have been within the limits of the strictest propriety 
and could in no way have operated to defeat the ends of justice. 
He preferred to advertise himself as a stern moralist by ex- 
ercising the utmost severity toward Glass. 


There is not a decent-minded citizen of San Francisco who 


is not sorry for Glass. He was a companionable, generous fel- 
low in the days of his prosperity and strictly honorable in his 


business dealings. 


Even men who believe he is guilty of being a party to 


bribing the Supervisors look upon him as largely a scapegoat 
for the sins of others. They believe that he was punished 
tli at others far more guilty might go free, and while they are 
not disposed to condone the offense of bribery are of the opinion 
that justice has miscarried in making'him the sole victim when 
'those who profited by his offense and undoubtedly sanctioned 
and ordered its commission are permitted to go free, if not in 
some sense protected by the prosecution. 


I am Informed that the real blame for boodling the Super- 


visors rests with one Pickemell, the reputed "medium man" 
of the telephone trust, which holds 51 per cent of the San Fran- " 


cisco corporation. 


It is Pickernell's business to smooth away troubles for his 


company all over the country. He was out here a short time 
before the Supervisors were boodled. His mission was to pre- 
vent the Home Company getting a franchise in San Francisco. 


The operations of Pickemell in- this <?itj asa aatouded in 


a haze, which the prosecution made little attempt to pierce. 
There was a good deal'of mystery concerning his whereabouts 
while Glass was being tried, and there is a suspicion in the 
minds of many that the prosecution had no mind to pursue the 
investigation further than -Glass. 


It is also said that Henry T. S'cott, who was president of 


the company when the boodling took place and who testified 
against Glass, was one of the subscribers to the graft prosecu- 
tion fund.

But that is said of J. Dalzell Brown. It is certain that 


both Brown and Bartnett were enthusiastic graft crusader?. 
Their praises of Rudolph Spreckels and James D. Phelan ran 
into superlatives. If Brown did subscribe to the graft fund 
his reflections concerning his own plight and Ms efforts to 
send others to prison must be full of melancholy interest. 


I see by the papers that the Rev. P. C. Macf arlane is lead- 


ing a purity crusade in Alameda and doing it in true vaudeville 
style. This does not surprise me because he was once stage- 
struck and aspired to be an actor. 


Years ago Landers Stevens employed him as one of the 


stock at the old Dewey Theater, but soon fired him because he 
insisted unon running the whole show. The trouble with him. 
was that he graduated before he started. His nut was so swelled 
vith a sense of his own knowledge and importance that he was

"Thero were seventeen . of us," says 


the letter, giving the names, "how 
many there are now I cannot say. 
We 


are incarcerated in damp casements, 
entirely dark, and subject to occasional 
inundation. For food we receive from 
one-half to three-quarters of a pound 
of bread daily. 


"Examinations of the prisoners take 


place at night, 
and the jailers drag 


us before the court by the hair or 
beard. 
All the jailers carry billies of 


hard rubber or of braided wire. 
The 


usual mode of proceedings is as fol- 
lows : 


"The judge asks a question and be- 


fore the prisoner has time to answer, 
the jailers rain blows upon his arms 
and shoulders. We soon were made to 
understand that the authorities meant 
to execute us, for all sorts of charges 
involving . the death 
penalty 
were 


brought against us, and we were ex- 
pected to admit them, even though 
we could not possibly have been at the 
place where the. crime was committed. 
Other Tortures. 


"When the Unout proved unavailable 


in dragging forth the desired "proofs," 
other means of torture were employed. 
After the victim had been gagged, his 
feet and hands were bound and his 
knees driven against his chin, another 
mode of torture was to drag the bound 
arms .across the knee, causing the vic- 
tim to sit in a crouching position. 


'Incriminating answers were ordered 


and If. they did not come promptly 
steel knouts were 
applied * to 
the 


stomach and limbs. 


"The prisoner Sommer 
was sub- 


jected to this treatment during three 
consecutive nights and he has been! 
vomiting .blood ever since. 
. 


'Oswald Neuland, after being placed 


in the 
crouching position, 
had" hot 


irons applied to his back. Zirai, an- 
other of our friends, lost all of his 
hair and beard in a single night ses- 
sion. 
While several jailers were en- 


gaged in tearing them out, others be- 
labored the naked soles of his feet with 
a piece of hard rubber. 
These tor- 


tures failing, they 
fastened 
a. steel 


clutch upon the upper teeth and then 
hammered on it. This is guaranteed, 
in Russian prisons, to cause concus- 
sion of the brain. Besides, It loosens 
the teeth. This prisoner was forced 
to swallow one of his loosened teeth. 
Bastinado In Use. 


"A brother of Jiral was lashed^naked 


through the corridors, after the soles 
of his feet 
had 
been 
bastinadoed. 


Three times he fainted, only to be re- 
vived by apllcation of ice water. After 
each revival the torture was resumed. 


'One of the Sumahl boys was in- 


duced by torture to sign his own death 
warrant 
In 
a confession, 
socalled, 


charging him with innumerable crimes. 
He will hare to be carried to th« scaf- 
fold, for both his legs and several ribs 
are broken. 


'Marie Damberg, after suffering un- 


speakable indignities for refusing to 
confess, was transferred to a dungeon 
where only women of evil character 
are kept. The guards told 
the de-

"Wine of Wizardy" Author 


Talks on Words That Thrill 


and Promises Work 


George Sterling, author of "Wine 


of Wizardry," Is to put Socialism's 
appeal in verse, or maybe he will 
make it a poem. That he had decided 
to become the poet laureate of the 
Socialists was made known at a din- 
ner given by the Ruskin Club at the 
Athens Hotel Friday night, when stu- 
dents and professors from both the 
TJnive£3tty of California and Stan- 
ford were guests. 


'Comrade Sterling has promised to 


write a poem 
for 
Socialism," an- 


nounced 
Professor 
Frederick Irons 


Bamford, who presided. 


'With his noble diction and won- 


derful rhythm think what dignity will 
he be able to attain when the lock- 


out, 
the red flag, the strike, the doc- 


trine of values and the class struggle 
are his themes." 


Sterling read a paper in which he 


discussed poetry. 
Useful Seraphim. 


"When I write 'holy seraphim, " 


he said, "I am guilty of verse; when I 
write 'gleaming seraphim,' I am even 
guiltier of near-poetry, but when John 
Milton wrote 'the .sworded peraphlm' 
he wrote great poetry. 
In his mind's 


eye he saw the seraphim bearing such 
weapons as he hinted at in his tre- 
mendous line descriptive of the gates 
of Eden after the expulsion of the 
man and the woman, 'With dreadful 
faces thronged and fiery arms,' and 
with the same artistic power applied 
to the- TOraphim the one most felici- 
tous adjective in the language. 'Any 
one dissenting from my Judgment In 
the matter Is welcome to read a list 
of all the adjectives in the language 
as I, similarly to convince myself, 
once did. 


"The main factor In the emotion 


evoked by such poetry is, to my no- 
tion, a/sort of amazement. That which 
the poet has said has never, by hu- 
man record, been said before In just 
that way. 
One Is conscious of a 


certain divine surprise; the eyes of 
the mind are directed down a vista 
heretofore unheard of and. unlmag- 
Ined. 
.A new mountain breaks the 


sky-'line; a new planet swims Into 
our ken. 
For we have been made 


the happy victims o{ the artistic Im- 
agination. 
Imagination Is the body 


and the soul of all great poetry. As 
a certain critic has said, 'It Is the 
poetry.' 
Who Is, or ever will be, 


thrilled by what can be said by any 


one, 
and has often been said before? 


The spirit of man wearies of the ob- 
vious and the commonplace. 
Poetry Is Poetry. 


"Roughly to quote 
an 
apt 
epi- 


gram, permit me to say that though 
none of us- can say what poetry is, 
some at least of us" know what Is 
poetry. 
And perhaps In my effort to 


describe the indescribable I have at- 
tained some small success In showing 
at least this—that pure poetry Is a 
thing in itself, a supreme achieve- 
ment, 'a splender not as the light of 
a summer day—that would be too 
diffuse—but rather as that of a star. 
If certain socialist songs were set 
to music' I could not for that rea- 
son imagine such music as the music 
of socialism; and In like manner I 
could not Imagine such gleams of 
poetry as might appear In the words 
of such songs as 'the poetry of so- 
cialism.' 
Poetry. Is poetry, and can- 


not be of anything. 


"Our conceptions of good'and evil 


are changing 
and 
will 
change; it 


seems certain that science will grow 
greater and all our environment Im- 
prove; but it Is inconceivable to me 
that such instances of art as I have 
quoted will ever be excelled or tie- 
come negligible quantities. 
Equaled 


they will be, but they will fail to ex- 
cite extreme admiration only If man 
becomes a calculating machine, an 
apparatus that evolution has stripped 
of all esthetic emotion. 
And he will 


then be something other than what 
we know and love as man. 
Verse and Poetry. 


"In my search of my memory for 


great poetry I came across almost 
Ideal examples of the Juxtaposition 
of verse and poetry. To recur to the 
geological, It reminds me of a stratum 
of 
conglomerate superimposed 
on 


rock rich with gold. 


"Poetry being after all but words, 


is Indeed a collocation of words that 
excites the emotions; but what emor 
tlon—and whose? 
In that question 


lies the problem. Is It the emotion 
of the chambermaid Imbued with a 
more hopeful sense of her world by 
Mrs. WIlcox's daily appeal to her un- 
derstanding? 
Is It the emotion of 


the divinity student 
confirmed 
in 


his convictions by the noble ethical 
incitement 'of 
Longfellow's -Psalm 


of Life'? 
Or Is It the thrill that 


shook the soul of Byron on reading 
the 'Adonals' of Shelley—those lines 
that seem in some Indescribable man- 
ner to transmit to the mind The light 
hat never was on sea or land'? 
That Which ThriH«.

justice. The welfare of the community 
the protection of society, the success 
and permanency of the government de- 
pend upon the upholding of the law oi 
the land.

sent us In the halls of Congress, in 
our State Legislatures and even In our 
municipalities, to whom we entrust the 
sacred duty of enacting laws for the 
protection of society. 
There repre- 


sentatives enact laws for the welfare of 
the community and for the protection 
of its citizens—laws for the violation 
of which certain punishments are in- 
flicted. Under our system of govern- 
ment every man charged with a vio- 
lation of the criminal statutes is en- 
titled to a trial by jury and thus the 
question of the enforcement from laws 
as enacted by our elected representa- 
tives, must be passed upon 
by 
the 


electors themselves. 


Evading Jury Duty. 


It therefore becomes very essentia 


to a proper administration o£ justice 
that those electors themselves, and al 
of^them, should 
perform 
their dut> 


in this regard, but strange to say this 
is not so. We find men in all walks of 
life evading jury duty—even going to 
the extent of falsifying to avoid it. I 
have heard men say, under oath, in 
order to evade jury service, that their 
hearing was bad when such was no 
the case. I have heard others tell o: 
family sickness and of how they were 
the only ones to care for the Indis 
posed at home, when such was not thi 
case; on other occasions I have heari 
men tell of how their business wouli 
be ruined if they wore compelled to di 
jury duty, when they knew it was no 
s<j. But this is not all. I have foun 
cases where men have had themselve 
appointed notaries public in the hop 
of being relieved from service on jurie 
and still others who have transferee 
all of their property to their wives o 
families in. order that they might ava: 
themselves of that provision of th 
statute which excuses men from jur 
duty who are not on the assessmen 
roll. And at times when the court ha 
refused to excuse men from jury dut 
I have seen these same men go into th 
jury box and in answer to questions b 
counsel say that they had a flxed opin 
ion as to the guilt or innocence of th 
accused for no other purpose that t 
be relieved from Jury duty. 
] 


One Case in Point. 


I have in mind a case that I prose- 


cuted a few years ago in which a busi- 
ness man of Oakland was responsible 
for a miscarriage of justice, because, 
as he put Jt, he wanted to teach the of- 
ficers a lesson. A certain man was ar- 
rested and prosecuted for selling li- 
quor without a license. 
The officers 


who gathered the evidence not only 
bought drinks on the premises but pur- 
chased bottles of beer and flasks of 
whiskey, which were introduced in evi- 
dence on the trial. At the conclusion 
of the testimony there was no ques- 
tion in the minds of those In the court- 
room but that the defendant would' be 
promptly convicted. After deliberating 
for about an half hour the jury re- 
turned a verdict of "not guilty." 
I 


was very much surprised and asked 
this business man to whom I have re- 
ferred how the jury managed to arrive 
at such a verdict He promptly in- 
formed me that *he realized that the 
roan had violated the law but that he 
was for the acquittal for the reason 
that he wanted to teach the officers 
a tenon; Out his buslnem waa mom 


Important to him than serving on a 
Jury and that he wanted the officers 
to realize that it they summoned him 
on juries that they could not hope for 
conviction. By his conduct on this jury 
he wanted to make the officers realize 
that he must not he summoned on 
juries. 


I know of -no conduct on the part] 


of a citizen that? Is more reprehensible 
than this. Some of our most Important 
cases, such as violations of the liquor 
license law—gambling and poolsellmg 
are prosecuted in the justice's courts 
because they are misdemeanors and if 
we cannot get our citizens to interest 
themselves in upholding our State and 
municipal laws we cannot 
hope 
to 


stamp out these evils. 
Duty Is Necessary. 


Other excuses are that in the Supe- 


rior Court a. juror is onlv allowed $- 


er clay and mileage while in the Jus- 
:e Court no compensation is allowed. 
Vould any loyal American citizen re- 
ise to serve his country in time o£ \\ar 
ecaupe his government only paid him 
13 per month or even if there was no 
ompensation7 
The argument in the 


ne case is good in the other because 


we upset the very foundation on which 
we have built our government. 


It is therefore necessary that our 


citizens, to whatever class they may be- 
lovng, give their time willingly and 
freely to jury duty. In these days of 
craft and 
subterfuge, 
when 
every 


known means are emp'oyed by able 
and well paid counsel, representing de- 
fendants charged with the violation of 
our laws, to evade the penalty for their 
crimes, it is essential that all law abid- 
ing citizens should assist the courts 
and the public officers in bringing the 
guilty to their just punishment. With- 
out their assistance we are helpless 
and public trials are a farce and a 
travesty on justice. 
How often has 


our sense of decency and justice been 
shocked when we,ha\e read of the ac- 
quitta! of some man or woman where 
the defense of the unwritten law or 
Insamtj has been interposed—when as

Without sucr 
men in the jury box courts, district at- 
torneys and sheriffs are useless and the

The unearthing of the remains yes- 


terday recalled the tragedy of seven! 
months ago which was revealed by 
the discovery of the remains of the 
late Mrs. Carmen, imbedded in a layer 
of quicklime on Grant avenue In tho 
same suburb. There are only a few 
blocks separating the place at which 
the remains of Mrs. Carmen were 
found and where the evidence of pos- 
sibly a similar crime was yesterday 
disclosed. 


For the murder of Mrs. Carmen a 


man named Wilkins is now awaiting 
trial before the Superior Court. For 
the commission of the outrage which 
was yesterday revealed a murderer 
has yet to be arrested.

found yesterday were those of some 
human derelict whose body had been 
given tp surgical students, but' this 
theory is scouted by men of the sur- 
gical profession, who declare that, at 
this time, students have no occasion 
to resort to this inhuman manner of 
disposing of the subjects upon which 
they have been operating.

•fforte oa the rase. Coroner Mix, who, In 
the face of nubile opinion to the con- 
trary, decided in January, 1906, that Ed- 
wards had died by his own hand, sees no 
reason to change his opinion In the re- 
port of Dr. \VolfE of Hartford, one of the 
bast-known bacteriologists In Connecti- 
cut, who has been at work upon the 
case for months.

that he did :;ot commit suicide If they 
can." 
Brother-in-Law Hides. 


The most s-artllng effect of the publi- 


cation of the specific proof that Edwards 
was murdere-1 was upon Judge Valdls 
HIJIer, a brother-in-law of Edwards, who 
occupied the old home in whic hthe al- 
leged murder took place, and who wa* 
the last persint known to have talked 
to him. Judge Hlller was In an exceed- 
InglyM nervous condition today when he 
called on Coroner Mi xto talk over the 
ce-w developments in the case. He also 
had a conference with his brother, Alle.i 
Maxey Killer, with whom he was at outa 
at the time cf the tragedy. 


Although tv o years ago he was one of 


the first- to point the finger of suspicion 
at Maxey Hillor, he greeted njm with af- 
fection today. 
After Coroner Mix told 


him that the "erdlce in the Edwards case 
was still sui< ide. Judge Killer went to 
the famil yhrme and close tilt up. 
He 


took away some personal belongings in 
a grip and hta gron einto hiding. 


"My nerves won't stand another slega 


of questioning." he declared to a friend. 
"I am not going to run away from the 
law, but I will hide from the newspa- 
pers.'1

administration campaign over to Sen- 
ator Murr ly Crane of Massachusetts. 


Senator Crane, who directed the 


anti-Taft fight in Florida, Is prepar- 
ing to follow the contest with another. 
While he realizes that the sentiment 
in favor if Secretary Taft is domi- 
nant in 'he Southern States, as it 
proved !r Florida, he purposes to 
have a handful of m«n in every State 
convention who will be ready to bolt 
and elect contesting delegates to the 
Rational 'onvention. 
Should Secre- 


-vy Taft control the delegates from 
all of the States west of the Missis- 
sippi river and solid South, he woulfi 
be nominated on the flrst ballot. The 
reactionaries and the money power in 
Wall street, however, have realized 
this from the start and have been 
planning to elect contesting delegates 
from a dozen or fifteen States.

Professor Bloke, who, like the Grand Turk with his two and 


tw^hty titles, signs himself professor of jurisprudence in the Uni- 
iversity of California, is the logical if not the lineal successor of 
Jack Bunsby. Says Professor Bloke, says he, "the keystone of the 
Whole strt cture of the Appellate Court's decision (in the Schmitz 
base) is the proposition that an otherwise lawful act does not be- 
(come unla.vful because of an unlawful and malicious purpose." Jack 
Bunsby cculd do no better.

It may be news to Professor Bloke that a lawful act 
laever becomes unlawful. However, let us follow Professor Bloke's 
ingenious reasoning a step furthe •. He says, says he, "the court 
jholdH that a threat to prevent the issuance of a license as a means 
|of injuring a business, if money be not paid, is a threat to do a law- 
iful act and not a threat to do an unlawful act." 
Now it is not 


Imlleged in the indictment that the threat made (not by the defend- 
'•nt, but by Police Commissioner Reagan) to prevent the reissu- 
tence of liquor licenses to certain French restaurants was accom- 
panied by any demand for money 
It was not shown at the trial 


rthat a demand for money was ever made at any time by anybody. 
pProfessor Bloke amends the indictment and mixes presumed facts 
hvith his conclusions of law. The threat made by Commissioner 
iReagan was that the French restaurants would be denied a renewal 
*>f their licenses unless they, ceased to transact their business in an 
(unlawful and indecent manner. 
Tt was a threat to do a lawful 


Mnd meritorious act. An unlawful and malicious purpose was pre- 
[iSumed because the restaurant proprietors became alarmed and raised 
jit fund at their own instance to employ Abraham Ruef ostensi- 
bly as an attorney, but in reality as a political boss, to secure them 
Immunity in the transaction of business that was illegal and'ad- 
•nittedly subversive of good morals. 


The specific acts alleged fn the indictments were a lawful 


land legitinate exercise of official power with an ostensible good 
[purpose in view. 
It was presumed by the prosecution that the 


rthreat to do a lawful acfTo conserve a lawful purpose was intended 
(to frighten the restaurant men into paying Ruef for the privilege 
B)f committing unlawful acts. If this presumption, which undoubt- 
jedly represents the belief of the restaurateurs, then the men who 
•ubscnbed to the protection fund paid Ruef were guilty of intent 
,lfo Bribe—that is, they paid money in the expectation that the po- 
litical influence of a boss would be exerted on the Police Commis-| 
Bion to prevent the continuance of an illegal and immoral business. I 


Howe\ er, the indictments, so far as the higher courts are con- 


cerned, mvj«t speak for themselves 
The acts they allege must be 


'criminal under the statute, and cannot be made felonious by a pre- 
sumption that they had a corrupt and malicious purpose,in view.
